G.S.R. 1052.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following further amendment in the Rico (Southern Zonej Movement Control 
Order, 1957, namely;— 

Amendment 

For the existing second proviso to clause 3 of the said Order the following 
proviso shall be substituted, namely;— 

“Provided further that it shall be lawful for a person to— 

(a) import seed paddy not exceeding ten maunds for bona fide agricul¬ 
tural purposes under and in accordance with a permit issued by 
the State Goveriirneiit concerned; or 

(b) export rice from any place within the Southern Zone to any place 
within the Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi Islands against per¬ 
mits issued by the Administrator, Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi 
Islands, Kozhikode, in this behalf.”

G.S.R, 1053.—In exercise of the powor-s conferred by section 5 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs that 
the powers conferred on it by section 3 of tho said Act to make orders providing 
for the matters specified in clause (f). and for the matters specified in clau.ses (h) 
(i) and (j) in so far as they relate to clause (f), of sub-section (2) of the said 
section 3, in relation to stocks of wheat, gram and barley held in the State of 
Raia^-than, shall be exercisable also by the Collectors of Districts in that State 
within their respective jurisdiction.
